Belle Glade alters 


licensing 


process 


despite demands 


BELLE GLADE--The City Commission de- 
cided Monday night to go ahead with plans 
to set up a new licensing system for con- 
tractors in the city in spite of demands to 
abide by an existing city ordinance and give 
him an exam to become an electrical 
contractor. 

William Evans, who has attempted for 
some months to get the city to give him an 
examination or grandfather him in, told the 
commissioners during their regular meeting 
he has waited long enough and they should 
enforce an ordinance on the books which 
hasn't been used for years. 

The ordinance authorized s licensing 
board which was supposed to have adminis- 
tered examinations for electrical, plumbing 
and general construction contractors but 
that board hasn't been in existence in years 
and the city never did set up its own testing 
system. 

Instead, after a debate which has been 
going on for several meetings, the commis- 
sion decided Monday to draw up a new 
ordinance which would allow the issuance of 
contracting licenses to anyone who: 

1. Already has been certified by the state. 

2. Has already been certified by Palm 
Beach County or to any county which Palm 
wbeach County has a reciprocal licensing 
agreement. 

3. Has been grandfathered in by. the 
ordinance. 

4. Can offer proof of having passed an H 
& H Block administered test of competency 
plus proof of two years experience-as a jour- 
-neyman in the trade. 

“I've asked for a test for some time now,”’ 
Evans told the commissioners, ‘‘and I want 
to appear before the city board. I thinl 
enough time has gone Ьу.” 

Mayor Ralph Kirk pointed out to Evans 
the city doesn't have a board for him to 
appear before and Commissioner Tom Alt- 
man said the commission has already taken 
steps to set up new. procedures, which 
should be ready for operation by the July 12 
meeting. 

Т know, Evans replied, ''but there is an 
ordinance which says you do have a board or 
ought to have one. I'm asking you to abide 
by that ordinance." 

Altman asked City Attorney John Baker if 
there were some way to issue a temporary

He pointed out that in an earlier meeting, 
three commissioners directed City Manager 
Robert Sanders to issue him a license based 
on being grandfathered in as an electrical 
contractor in Marion County. 

‘‘Who’s running this city,” Evans asked 
the commissioners, ‘һе City Commission 
or the city manager?'" 

Mayor Ralph Kirk replied it is a combina- 
tion of the commission and the manager and 
the reason the license wasn't issued was 
that they had been informed by Building 
Inspector Kenneth Ritterer city ordinances 
forbid issuing a license on the strength of his 
being grandfathered in by another county. 

Although the ordinance had already been 
drawn up by Baker, it wasn’t until Commis- 
sioner Tom Altman brought it up that pas- 
sing the H & H Block exam was inserted as 
one way of qualifying a person for the con- 
tractor's license. 

‘After that had been agreed on, Ritterer 
said there should also be a qualifying period 
of experience, saying the Block test was 
conducted open book and, ''if а person is 
quick enough, he needn't know that much.'' 

Ritterer said the county requires at least 

ur years experience as a master electrician 

ind the city should require at least three 

ears as a journeyman as a minimum. The 
commission finally settled on two years as a 
journeyman. 

When the question of how licenses could 
be revoked came up, Baker told the com- 
mission that if they don't allow for a licens- 
ing board, thé commission itself would 
have to take.on that responsibility. 

Once the ordinance was adopted on the 
first reading, Evans told the.commissioners 
that since the Н & H-Block exam.is admin- 
istered in Gainesville, the city should absorb 
at least part of the cost of making the trip to 
take it. 

Altman replied that it isn't necessary to 
go to Gainesville, that an applicant need 
only travel to West Palm Beach, apparently 
referring to the fact the applicant can get his 
license by taking the county exam.

These are worrisome controversies which frequently seem 
bigger than the nation itself. But fortunately, among the 
many gifts with which the United States was blessed were the 
qualities of resiliency, sturdiness and a deep inner strength. 

If today's issues appear insoluble, it might be worth exam- 
ining the trauma our new country was undergoing two cen- 
turies ago. The Declaration had proclaimed our independence 
a year previously but the immature nation then confronted the 
cold, harsh realities of survival. 

The war with Great Britain was to grind on for four more 
years. The Continental Congress, no more than a group of 
delegates from the 13 states with dubious powers, acted as a 
central committee to carry on the conflict. 

The Articles of Confederation were being drafted by a 
special committee but didn't become effective until 1861. And 
the longer they were applied the clearer was the lesson of just 
how ineffective they were. $ 

Congress was assigned certain powers but it was denied 
the three most essential. It couldn’t raise money directly. It 
couldn’t muster troops directly and it lacked authority to 
regulate commerce. 

, Thus, Congress requested the states for funds which were 
never paid; pleaded for troops which filled no army ranks and 
asked for special powers which жеге never granted. 

Without a firmly established central government, the life- 
span of the republic was questionable. Leaders warned of the 
dangers. 

“I do not conceive that we can exist long as a nation,” 
George Washington wrote in 1786, ‘‘without having lodged 
somewhere a power, which will provide the whole Uhion in as 
energetic a manner as the authority of the State governments 
extend over the several states.” 

That power was finally forged during the long, hot summer 
months of 1787 in Philadelphia but the Constitution 
wasn't ratified until 1791, an indication of how deep the 
divisions in the country ran. 

All of us can profit today by bearing in mind the circum- 
stances which brought the Constitution into existance. It 
wasn't achieved by a dashing triumph in a clash of arms stim- 
ulated by martial music. 


Men of ability and wisdom worked long and often tedious | 


hours to accomplish their purpose. 6 

These qualities haven’t vanished with the passirig of two 
centuries. They're present today and with sufficient diligence 
and effort on the part of American citizens, can be applied as 
effectively to grapple with the problems of the 1970's as they 
were to!contend with the problems of the 1770's. 

‘I think the true discovery of America is before us,’ wrote 
Thomas. Wolfe. “ʻI think thectrue fulfillment of our spirit, of 
our people, of our mighty and immortal land, is yet to come. I 
think the true discovery of our own democracy is still before 
us. And, I think that all these things are certain as the 
morning, as inevitable as noon.” А 

There is noreason, so long as men of good will apply them- 
selves to the solution of our national problems, that Wolfe's 
confidence should have died with him. `

the following year's budget. 

He said he wasn't satisfied with 
several bills this year, including 
the increased taxes on alcoholic 
beverages and cigarettes to ba- 
lance the budget and the new 
automobile insurance act.

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Farm Bureau says sugar prices- 
are inadequate to meet costs 


GAINESVILLE- The U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture's (USDA) 
proposed sugar price support’ is 
“inadequate” according to the 
president of Florida’ largest 
farmer organization. 

“The proposed price support is 
not going to help sugar producers. 
The price the producer will get is 
still way below production costs,” 
says Walter J. Kautz, president of 
Florida Farm Breau Federation. 

USDA last, week recommended 


a program offering payments of' 


up to two cents ger pound to 
assist sugar cane and sugar beet 
producers and processors. The 
program, to take effect with the 
1977 crop, is based on a support 
price of 13.5 cents per pound. If 
the national average market price 
recieved by processors is less than 
13.5 cents, processors would be 
paid the difference up to the two 
cent per pound maximum. 


Kautz says that according to a 
survey done by the University of 
Florida, average production cost 
per pound is 15.5 cents. "It's easy 
to see that a 13.5 cent: price 
support is ‘not going relieve 
producers from prices that have 
been dropping substantially the 
past year," he says. 

Kautz says the real answer to 
the problem is another Sugar Act. 
"This was something we had over 
40 yenrs and it was good for the 


producer and consumer. It 
provided stable supplies and 
therefore stable prices,” he says. 
A continuation of low prices 
may force many sugar producets 
out of business, says Kautz. “We 
could find ourselves in a critical , 


~ situation if. we lose our sugar 


oducers in this country. Just 
е our present òil situation, we 
may eventually be at the mercy of 
foreign producers."
